This disposes of an at- 
tempt to evade the stipulations of the treaty 
and get into the Black Hills region upon the 
plea that the treaty was never ratified. It 
is furthermore stated that the President will 
soon appoint three Commissioners to visit the 
Sioux country to discover whether that tribe 
is willing to negotiate for the cession of the 
Black Hills country. Inasmuch as the Gov- 
ernment has now done all it can to open the 
Black Hilis country to those who wish to go 
there, it is incumbent upon the Black Hills 
expeditions now fitting out to await the result 
of the application to the Sioux. 


Jom Mrreum is dead. The electors of 
Tipperary will find it difficult to discover an- 
other such roan to send to Parliament.

The amended text of the bill for the im- 
provement of the mouth of the Mississippi 
has been printed. Capt. Eans is to construct 
jetties 100 feet apart through the South Pass. 
The work is to be “substantially begun 
within eight months, and a depth of 20 feet 
must be secured within thirty months. The 
channel is to ultimately be 30 feet deep and 
840 feet broad. By the time this depth and 
breadth have been permanently secured, the 
United States is to pay Eaps $5,250,000, in 
installments of $500,000. The latter is to 
guarantee and maintain such a channel 
for twenty years, and receive $100,000 
per annum therefor, or his responsi- 
bility and his remuneration are to 
cease together, with the payment of the gross 
sum. This is at the option of the Govern- 
ment. The bill is hedged about with guards 
against fraud or feilure to fulfill the contract. 
It has been drawn with great care, and its 
passage may fairly be taken as reasonable 
ground for the belicf that the Mississippi will 
ere long be freed, at its mouth, from the 
shifting sand-bars and sunken snags which 
now delay commerce and so check the growth 
ef New Orleans. The whole West and North- 
west have reason to rejoice with the South. 
The improvement will be of especial value to 
Chicago in view of our great and growing 
wade with New Orleans. We hope that it 
may even infuse new life into the sluggish 

business of St. Louis.

The position of Chicago relative to the bill 
now pending is defined by the following 
clause : 

Where the legislative authority of any city, prior to 
the passage of this act, has appointed a time after 
April i, 1875, and prior to the taking effect of this act, 
for holding an election to determine the question as to 
whether such city shall become organized under the 
act of the General Aspembiy entitled An Act for the 
Tnoorporation of Cities and Villages,” and’ approved 
April 10, 1872, and when at such election such ques- 
tion shall have been determined against such organi- 
zation, there shall be held in such city on the lh of 
August, A. D. 1875, an election at which shall be sub- 
mitted to the voters of said city the question whether 
such city shall reorganize under this sct, and that 
without any further petition from the voters, 

The Common Council of Chicago having, 
at the petition of the requisite number of 
voters, fixed a day next April when a vote 
shall be taken on the question of reorganiza- 
tion under the act of 1872, the passage of the 
present law will enable the people of Chiéego 
to determine one of three things, as follows: 

1. It may be voted not to reorganize under 
the law of 1872, in which case there will nec- 


mine whether there shall be a reorganization 
under the act of 1875 (the present bill), when 
the people may again determine whether they 
will retain the present charter or adopt the 
Reform charter. In case the present act fails 
to become a law, the people of Chicago will 
be limited to a choice between the existing 
charter and a general law which affords no 
more protection in the case of Chicago than 
the present charter.

ur MALINSKI POISONING, 

The case of the poisoning of the Mauisx1 
family, in this city, is a peculiar one. The 
family consisted of Maxtnsxt, his wife, and 


| four children. They were poor people, but 


not destitute. The husband had been out of 
work for several weeks, was ‘naturally de- 

but the family was not reduced to 
actual want for food. On the evening in 
question the whole family partook of a 
hearty meal, of which pork and coffee were 
items. The husband states that he did not 
drink any of the coffee. In the morning the 
wife apd one child were found dead; 
during the day a second child died; the 
other two children were greatly prostrated, 
but ere now in a fair way to recover. 
The husband was in no wise affected. The ex- 
planation given by him was that, after he had 
been in bed for some time, the infant child 
woke them crying; that the wife took the 
child, which had been asleep in the cradle, 
into the bed with her; that subsequently his 
wife complained of being sick, and had placed 
@ pail near the bed, into which she vomited ; 
that he fell asleep and did not wake until 
after daylight; that after he was dressed he 


sought to awake his wife, and found she and 


the child were dead. This is all he knew of 
the matter, and he could give no information 
leading to any explanation of the cause 
of the sickness. This statement or ex- 
planation of the case is very unsatisfactory. 
We do not say that it is false, or inconsistent 
with the truth ; but it leaves the whole mat- 
ter in a cloud of mystery. These people 
were honest; they were moral and well be- 
haved. They were religious, sober, and in- 
dustrious. The dead mother and her chil- 
dren are silent. No one can tell the tale of 
their suffering and agony during that long 
winter night, with the husband and father 
within the room, but so sound asleep that 
their cries and groans failed to arouse him. 
When discovered, the two other children 
were unconscious, and for several days the 
oldest of the family was considered beyond 
relief. It is possible that these, when suffl- 
ciently recovered, may be able to tell 
some part of the story of that fearful 
night when the five beings lay pros- 
trate and perishing for the want of 
aid, and each unable te help the other. 


| It is possible that the eldest child, Joszrua, 
| may have witnessed some of her mother’s 
| sufferings, may have had some conversation 
with her, may be able to explain much that 
is left te conjecture by the father’s story. 


We do not mean to say that the evidence as 


it stands criminates the father; but the fact 


that all were woll at the time of taking that 


| last meal together, and that of the whole fam- 


ily of six he alone escaped; that three of them 


died in the room without his knowledge, and 


the two others had sunk into unconsciousness, 


will raise presumptions and lead to infer- 
ences of which it is possible these children 
may be able to relieve him.

THE STATZ BRIEVENUE SYSTEM. 

The State Senate of Illinois on Friday 
voted down 3 joint resolution providing for 
the appointment of a commission, to be eom- 
posed of four Senators and five Representa- 
tuves, tq report to the next Legislature the 
results of a thorough investigation of the 
Revenue law of the State, and such amend- 
ments as would remedy the defects. This 
resolution was rejected, not because the ad- 
visability of the Commission was not evident, 
but because the pay of each of the Commis. 
sioners was limited to $5 per day for forty 
days. The Legislature will adjourn (proba- 
bly) about the lst of May, and the Commis- 
sion would have until Janvary,1877,—a period 
of twenty months,—to make their report. It 
was therefore proper to put some limitation 
on the aggregate compensation. But the 
resolution ought te have been rejected for 
other reasons. 

The proposed Commission is too large. 
Five Commissioners, or even three, would be 
infinitely better than the larger one of nine 
members. Another, and a very serious, ob- 
jection is that it provides that the Commis. 
sion shall be composed of nine members of 
the present Legislature. This is an assump- 
tuon of an exclusive capacity and intelligence 
on this subject among the members of the

of whom are doubtless as well informed as

Such a resolution would, at least, give the 
Governor the opportunity of selecting the 
most competent men for the duty, wherever 
he could find them in the State. . 

The idea of a roving commission of nin 
members of the General Assembly, to last 
twenty months, without any restriction of 
pay or mileage, is not promising of either a 
studious or even earnest consideration of the 
subject, A commission composed of mem- 
bers of the Legislature would be made up of 
a majority and a minority, each having fixed 
views and “each anxious to promote its side 
of the question. That is not what is wanted. 
The Commission is not to report whether Mr. 
Conwnoniy’s or Mr. Ovumines’ notions of 
taxation and revenue are right, but the Com- 
mission is to report whether our present 
revenue system is defective, in what it is de- 
fective, and why it is defective; what are the 
true principles of taxation in a State out of 
debt and in receipt of revenue from other 
sources; how the assessment and collection 
of State taxes may be severtd froin the as- 
sessment and collection of county and other 
local taxes, and if such severance is advisa- 
ble; how the cost of collecting revenue, State 
and local, may be reduced ; how taxation may 
be more equitably distributed; how its col. 
lection may be more effectually insured ; and 
how far objects of taxation, now unknown to 
the law, may be fairly, justly, and propor- 
tionably reached to the benefit and relief of 
the whole. Also, how the State of Dlinois, 
by a system of taxation s modernized and 
so free from the crudities and ignorance of 
past and exploded theories, may be made 
self-supporting in all its departments and 
municipalities with less extortion from the 
substance of the people, and withthe bur- 
den of taxation so lightened and the cost of 
ita collection so reduced that property and 
capital will seek the State for that freedom 
and profitable.investment afforded by the 
laws of no other part of the country. 

When the taxation of any State reaches 
that point that men can no longer hold land 
and cultivate it and live. without sinking in 
debt, and to save what they have must sell 
out and fly the State, it is time not only to 
consider the grievance but te apply the most 
radical reforms that the mecessity can de- 
mand, even if to do so require the repeal of 
the profits of every office-holder engaged un- 
der the revenue system. 

If the Legislature consider reform neces- 
sary, and that reform should be preceded by 
an intelligent examination and report by dis- 
interested and competent persons, let them 
authorize the Governor to appoint the Com- 


mission as we have suggested, and not provide 


nine additional offices, at a heavy cost to the 
State, to end in nothing.

Sprengel's observations led to the dis- 
eovery that insects are the unwitting agents in 
accomplishing a great part of this work of fertil- 
zation, but he went no farther. 

The question why their agenoy should be re- 
quired for the fructificaton of certain flowers 
was left for Darwin to answer. This acute ob- 
server ascertained that the insect not only trans- 
fers pollen from the stamens to the pistil of the 
same flower, but from the stamens of one flower 
te the pistil of another, and hence insures to the 
Gower ‘he benefits of cross-fertilization.

Why do some flowers sleep and others 
not? Sir John Lubbock suggests that the clos- 
ing of flowers has reference to the habits of in- 
secta—that they fold their petals and rest during 
the hours that the peculiar species of insects 
which frequent them are quiet. It is certain 
that wind-fertilized flowers do not sleep. It is 
also a fact that some of those flowers that invite

Bat this is one of the 
questions connected with the fertilization of 
flowers that still remain to be settled. | 
Recurring to the subject of cross fertilization. 
we find that there are three principal methods 
by which the Ill effects of breeding in-and-in are 
prevented. First, in numerous species, the 
stamens and pistils are situated in different flow- 
ers. Second, in many instances, where the 
stamens and pistil are in the same flower, they 


pollen cannot fertilize the stigma. Thirdly, 
there are certain species which have two or more 
kinds of flowers, all alike provided with stamens 
and pistil, but differing in the relative position 
of these organs, which are so placed as to favor 
the transference of the pollen from one flower to 
the stigma of another. In plauts which are not 
inuluded mw these categories there are minor 
modifications which tend to secure cross-fertil- 
ization, and we may conclude with Darwin that 
no plant invariably fertilzes itself. 

But let us write, in a few examples, the method 
by which insects act as the marriage priests of the 
the flowers. Take the arum, known by the Ea- 
giish names of wild-turnip,” and Jack in the 
pulpit.” In this flower there is a central pillar 
enveloped in a green or purple, long- point ed 
leaf. The base of the pillar is encircled by rows 
of stigmas, and, a little higher, by rows of 
anthers or pollen cases. The flower cannot fer- 
tilize itself, because the stigmgs ripen before the 
anthers, and by the time the pollen is shed 
they are withered. The wind cannot reach the 
pollen and carry if from flower to flower, and so 
it drops to the bottom of the blossom as it fails 
from the anthers. But small insects, attracted 
by the colors of the leaf and the pillar and by 
the prospect of honey which these hold 
out, creep down into the tube of the 
flower, which has a fringe of hairs turoing down- 
vards, allowing their entrance, but forbidding 
their exit. They theiefore find themselves 
prisoners, and bnzz about in a hvely manner. 
kicking up the dust of the pollen and getting 
themselves well coated with it. As each stigma 
matures it exudes a drop of nectar, and on this 
the captives feed during their imprisonment. 
After the anthers have ripened and shed their 
contents, the hairs which debarred the exit of 
the insects gradually wither away and they are 
set free, ing a burden of pollen slong with 
them. Th of tbem which visit a second 
arum cannot fail to deposit @ portion of the 
pollen adhering to them on its stigmas, and thus 
the work of fertilizing the flower is done. It 
would seem that these insects would not get 
trapped a second time, yet sometimes more thao 
a hundred of them are found ina single arum, 
and the species generally bears abuudant seed 
in its season. 

Still more curious is the manner in which 
various orchida beguile insects into their 
service. Nearly all the members of this family 
depend upon their winged visitors for fertiliza- 
tion. Some-rely exclusively upon wasps, others 
upon moths and butterflies, and others again 
upon bees, flies, etc. The pollen in most 
orchids is dgne up in two littie bundles tied 
together bydine, elastic threads, ad each fasten- 
ed to the uppereénd of a stalk. In some cases 
the lower end of the stalk terminates in a round 
disk that is very sticky. In the greater green 
orchis (Habernaria orbiculata) the anther which 
holds the two pollen masses is in the centre of 
the flower, and the two sticky disks at the oppo- 
site ends of the stalks diverge so as to admit the 
head of an insect between them. 

When the bee or butterfly comes to sip nectar 
from the flower, it is obliged to thrust its head 
between the stalks to find the orifice through 
which it can suck the honey held im the long 
vectary. In its efforts to drain the honey-tube 
its head hits one or both of the sticky disks which 
adhere to it, so that when it departs it usaally 
bears away the whoie pollen, disk, stalk, and all. 
At first the stalk points upwards and forwards in 
such a way that if the insect were on the instant 
to thrust its head into another flower the pollen 
would fail to bit the stigma. But this accideat 
is provided against. In from ten to thirty sec- 
onds after the pollen has been detached from 
the flower, the stalk bends down as if on a joint, 
bringing the li:tle waxen mass in exactiy the po- 
sition to hit the stigma of the next orchis vis- 
ited. The stigma is covered with a viscid sub- 
staoce which catches more or less of the pollen 
brought in contact with it, aud thus tne 
orchis is fertilized. Essentially the same 
process is repeated in the (fertilization 
of many of the orchids. Darsia has 
filled a whole volume with descrip- 
tions of the different methods by which the 
apecies of this most singular family are fertii- 
ized. In one extraordinary case, that of the 
catasetum, the pollen 1s situated at a point which 
the insect in ite quest for honey does vot touch, 
therefore what does the flower do but actually 
throw the pollen at the little carrier which is to 
bear it to another blossom. Mr. Darwin, in the 
presence of Sir Joho Lubbock, by irritating the 
petais, cheated a calasetum into the belief that 
ao insect had alighted upon it, when it threw its 
pollen nearly 3 feet, and, as there was no winged 
messenger there to catch the burden, it struck 
and adhered upon the pane of a window. 

The great order of the composita (compound 
flowers, like the dandelion and sunflower), and 
the prder umbillifera (having flowers in umbels, 
like the caraway), arc very attractive to insects, 
and are visited by many different species. The

ORIENTAL COURT-SCANDAL. 


Political Intriguing in the Court of the 
Guicowar of Guzerat. 


A Sovereign Charged with the Attempted 
Poisoning of a Resident Minister, 


Correspondence New York Graphic. 

Banong, Iodia, Jan. W. —Ia all probability 
this city will become famous for the extraor- 
dinary State trial now peuding, in which a reign- 
ing sovereign is the defendant and the doughty 
Sergeant Ballantyne, of Tiehborne-Orton noto- 
riety, the counsel. Baroda is the Oapital of the 
Province of Guzerat, in Western india, and 
ia distant 281 miles from Bombay. As a 
city i¢ enjoys many distinctions. It heads 
the list of seglect and ess 80 


far as ite streets and byways are and 
it is considerabiy in advance of New York or 
Washington in political intrigue and corruption. 
This assertion may appear rather hard on Baro- 
da, but it is nevertheless true. The province 
of Guzerat bas bad a somewhat checkered his- 
tory. Even in times so remote as the eleventh 
century the Mohammedans laid claim to its wide 
dominions, and reduced them to a barren waste. 
But it mavaged to exist somehow or other un- 
til 1593, when a very pretty rebellion broke 
ont, and ite Right and Left centres fought like 
the famous cats of Kilkenny. Then in 1815 the 
coolies—-not the poor wretches which inhabit the 
country now, but a formidable race of mountain 
ga vages- ame down like 9 wolf ou the feld. and 
committed indescribable ravage and devastation. 
Thereupon Jehangier, a wise, astute ruler, or- 
dered the extirpation of these marauders, and 
they wers eiiber slaughtered promi-cuously or 
driven back inte their wild aad lonely deserts. 
A MEMORABLE REVOLUTION. 

A little more than 100 years elaosed and the 
Mabratta Dominion became confirmed, and the 
Mebarajab Scindia was lord of many miluons of 
subjects and many wmullions of rupees as rev- 
enue. But this gentiemsa was inciined to lord 
it a deal too much, avd his repacities finally 
aroused the indignation of the Bri-ish rule to 
such an extent that, on the Zlst of August, 1803, 
Lieut.-Col. Woodiagtba, wich oue regiment 
of Europeans and a prvportion of artil- 
lery and Sepoya, went out to whip 
him.“ And whip him toey did, and very 
marvelous were the feats of arms re 
corded. Scindia’s troops showed considerable 
fight, but by the 17th of September the banner 
of St. George waved from every fortified point 
in that wide extent of territory. The Scindia 
was humbled, and the rest of the Mahbratta 
chieftaing became eager to escape by negotia- 
tion the ruin which theif arms were uvabie to 
avert. The country was doled out uke Santa 
Claus gifts to all the good boys, and Guzerat fell 
to the lot of Anund Guicowar. Since that 
time the land has prospered, for the dirty streets 
of the capital and tue wicked Municipal Commie- 
siovers are of little moment when one thinks of 
the unbounded fertility of its slopes and plains. 

During the late American War the cotton- 
fields of Guzerat helped largely to supply tne 
Western world with that valuabie and indisepen- 
sable staple, and fabulous fortunes were made 
by exporters. At che time of the great Indian 
mutiny of 1857 it was deemed advisabie to dis- 
arm the troops of the Guioowar. This was not 
because they had evinced any outward disaffeo- 
tion, but Sir Richmond Shakespear, who toen 
held a high political position there as well as 
a military one, deemed preveution better than 
cure, and he managed the difficolt task wita 
cousumimate ability. Numerically, the natives 
were out of all proportion to the handfui of 
troops at Sir Richmond’s command, but their 
sovereign professed the utmost loyalty to the 
English power, as did the other great Western 
ralers, tae Holkar ef Indore andthe Nizam of 
Havderabad. 

The ate Guicowsr, who died about four 
years ago, was n brother of the pres- 
eut sovereign, who is pow arraigued for 
an alleged attempt to poison tne political 
egent, Col. Phayie. As the case is pendente 
lute, it would be out of court to express auy opin- 
ion upon the merity or demerits of the evidence 
already clictted. If the prusoner be really gaiity 
he has not benefited from the bitter experiences 
of bis earlier career. Before he ascended the 
suddee he had been for several years a close 
prisoner at the instance of his r, against 
whose life he was said to bave conspised. But 
one fine day the ae party” died very 
suddeoly, and the present ruler stepped out from 
u prison toa throne, 

THE POWER EXERCISED BY THE GUICOWARS 
has been great in the extreme, but it has been 
considerably curtailed during the last few years. 
About nine or ten years ago one of the late 
Gu.cowar'’s courtiers was discovered to be on 
terms of intimacy with a discarded favorite of 
the King.

The courtier and the go-between 
were ordered to be chained to the hind s of 
two elephacts and then dragged through the 
city until some fortunate inequality of roadway 
put an end to their existence, One of the unhappy 
wretches was killed early tu the ings. The 
otuer was still alive some three hours after- 
wards. Some onein power happening to meet 
the sickening procession interposed, and the 
elephant, obedient to instructions, halted aud 
placed his foot on che victim's head, and that 
eoded the reckless courtier who had loved noi 
wisely but too well.

INVENTING A METEOR. 


Written for The Chicaco Tribune. 
“Talkiog of meteors,” said old Capt. Harbot- 
tle, Ive read of and seen many of them in 
my time, and very wonderful phenomona they 
were too. But,” added he, with a peculiar smile, 
“I chink I remomber one of which nove of the 
astronomers have ever given an account which 
was at all eatisfactory,—te my mind, at any 
rute. 

Curiosity to hear the yarn the old salt was 
evidently prepared to spin was at once eagerly 
expressed, and, lighting our cigars, we went on 
deck to eujoy the moon and the story together. 
n my younger days,” suid the Captain, * I 
commanded as fineaship as ever carried the 
merchant flag. Sbe was cliy per-built, and sailed 
like the winds, and, though we paid special 
attention to the comfort of passengers, we had 
stowage enough in the bold for pretty profitable 
cargoes as well. At that time i ran regularly 
from Liverpool to New York, and the passage 
list of the Della was always full. You see this 
was before the steam lines were thought of, and 
our trips were looked on as wonders of speedy 
navigation. Well, about the time | am speaking 
of, we used to have annual exhibitions of the 
most beautiful and brilliant meteors that have 
ever been recorded,—and they always appeared 
at the same time of year, so that it got to be 
quite a matter of ordinary expectation that in 
the second week of November, or there- 
abouts, something of the sort was sure to 
be seen. This kind of thing ran on, if 
I remember rightiv, for about eight or nine 
years, and as the open sea afforded the best pos- 
sivle view I had many a passenger who took the 
voyage as much to be able to see these wonders 
to the best advantage as for any other object. 

But of all the meteoric displavs of those times, 

there was none at all comparable to that which 
took place on the night of the 12th November, 

1883. I may safely say I never zaw 28 like 
it in my life. Volumes of shooting stars fell like 
a enow-siorm, leaving long, luminous lines along 
their course through the heavens, which lasted 
for acoasiderable time; and these, before they 
were quite dimmed, wereinterspersed with enor- 
mous fire-balls which darted ous every now and 
then, just as if a systematic production of the 
most magnificent achievement in pyrotechnic 
art were being carried on. Some of these 
blazing spheres seemed to outrival the moon as 
far in magnitude as they did io brilliancy, and 
many of them remai in steady view for a 
considerable time, laminating the sky and the 
gea to & degree, and presenting an effect which I 

ean never hope adequately to describe. In many 

instances these resplendent bodies forsook the 

spherical form and showed themselves in all 

manner of shapes, some of which would puzzle 

the mathematicians to name; but, whatever out- 

line they assumed, their amazing splendor con- 

tinned undiminished and unimpaired.

THE KIXES OF 1575. 

Thirteen clubs have evtered the professional 
arena for 1875.

If two 
games, the total would be 156 and, by adding 
seventy-eight to this number, the total for three 
games would be reached, viz.: 234, aud so on ap 
to the whole number of ten gamos. Therefore, 
iu order to secure the compietion of the full 
series, a total of 780 games will have to be 
played. Last year, only 202 were actually 
played. In 1875, more than treble this pumber 
are necessary to complete the series. This is an 
impossibility, and itis verv questionable if the 
quota of six will be reached by half the clubs in 
the arepa. All clubs which fail to play six 
games with every other club which does 
play six, will cot bave their games counted jo 
| the championship record at all.

THE EDIBLE OYSTER,— 


very different individual from the oyster which 
flops out of a tin can, at the end of a long 


soup-kettle; aud this progress from the cradle 
to the grave” is an interesting one to observe. 
Tue first intimation he ges of the kind inten- 
tions of man towards bim is a smart biow from 
an oyster-dredge, followed by a coufused tumb- 
ling about in a dark bag, with dozens of his 
aeighbors, à short ride through the water, and a 
dump into the bold of s vessel, with 1,000 
or 1,500 bushels of his kind. From this poin: 
be ceases to be an independent individual ovster, 
and becomes merely a small fraction of a bushel. 
The ‘veseel—a small schooner, or pungy, 
manved by five or six men—lands its living cargo 
at the door of the packing establishment, where 
many hands—300 or 400 pair—are waiting to give 
it warm welcome. Now, the oyster delights in a 
soft bed, aud its early years are spent, not in 
dabbling in mud pies, like the youta of the hu- 
man species, but in living in a perpetual mad- 
pie. The dredge, not being a reasouiog animal, 
cannot select its contents, but scoops up—with 
beautiful impartiality—oyste®, mud, and ail, 
and it must be admitted that the uahappy 
bi valve does not present an attractive appear- 


ance when he comes out of the pungy, and 
enters the hospitable doors, where a new tin 
re.iience—rather crowded perhaps—is to take 
due place of the clumsy, ,unsoviai one of his 
youth. We cannot be surprised, therefore, to

THE ‘ SHUCKING-Room” 
a vast receptacle of mud, and noise, and 
shells, and “Fifteenth Amendments,” with 
comparatively small results in the way of naked, 
bouseless oysters. A basbel shrinas to three 
quarts in a few minutes, under the skillful hands 
uf these three or four hundred workmen. Each 
man stands before a box-like cvempariment of a 
long table, with a pile of unopened oysters be- 
fore bim. He takes up one, give it a smart 
blow with his hammer,—for the pliant, unresist- 
ing oyster aas one strong failing: aitachment to 
bis house, and predilection for a hermit life, and 
he wiil not open his doors very willingly. That 
blow, however, overcomes bis reluctance, and | 
settles Lis business in a moment.

Be- 
tween three and four thousand busbels a day 
are thus turned out of house and home, in one 
room. Little does the spectator care for the 
most delicious fry while he looks on at this pro- 
ceeding, and at the long rows of mud-bespattered 
men, and, wondering at the infatuation of the 
day before, he resolves never again to eat any- 
toning suggestive of this horrid room.

Affaire at the Poor-House are greatly demoral- 
od. The humane gentlemen who act as Ward- 
ens, “bosses,” and sub-officials in general, have 
been rudely thwarted in their noble efiorts at 
fecimating the inmates by a systematic and 
beautiful course of starvation and neglect. 
The inmates, with an eccentric wilfulness, 
refuse to be starved. No parallel instance 
of obstinacy and ingratitude has 0c 


curred among the enlightended and Christian | 


nations of the nineteenth century. Think of | 
it! Here are are about 1,200 people, living off of 
the bounty of the Cook County tax-payers,— 
dwelling in nice, big, old wooden tenements, 
built py the county, eating bread (with some- 
times an allowance of soup) baked at the 
county's expense, and yet, contrary to the di- 
rect wishes and  intimations of the 
officials, they actually refuse to die 
off, even after they have Jong been recipients 
of public charity. But who could expect a pau- 
per to take a liberal and reasonable view of 
things ? A pauper is by his very nature a lusus 
nature,—a being ovt of the general order, a 
creature to be abhorred and despised, and got 
as ible. 

gg beet gon . as the above, the 
Poor-House authorities have been heretofore 
proceeding. In their treatment of the pau- 
pers under their control they have not 
only pursued the passive policy, in leaving the 
sick without food, the naked without clothing, 
but they have also actively assisted women, 
and children into the grave by persistent * 
exposure, and cruelty. 

THE ATTENTON OF THE PUBLIC 
was first drawn to the vast 
inflicted upcn the inmates of 
Poor- House by an article in last 
Sunday's Trmunz. In that article the 
writer detailed faithfully his experiences during 
s three days’ residence at the Poor-House in the 
sbaracter of an inmate. By thus visiting the in- 
stitution in disguise, he was enabled to observe 
its daily inner workings free from all glamour of 
preparation. The publication of this article nat- 
urally caused a profound sensation amoung the 
poor- House officials, coming. as it did, so 
avexpectedly, and overwhelming them with evi- 
dence of their misdeeds. But this was not all. 
The issue of the paper containing the article fell 
into the hands of the paupers themselves, and 
created even a greater sensation. The poor, 
down-trodden creatures began to comprenend 
the depth of their mirery as they 
bad not before. They felt, also, 
that the time was come for them 
to make an effort to lift themeelves out of their 
slough of despond. Instinctively they knew 
that the press and the sympathy of the people 
would be with their cause.

To the Editor of The Chicaco Tribune: 

Cuicaco, March 20.—The mismanagement of 
the Poor-House of our county has been fully 
demonstrated by your successful and praise- 
worthy efforts, thus far, resulting only in a spicy 
debate in your daily, in which Christians and 
Buddhists equally disclaim its disgracefu) 
paternity. There is a very simple and pract cal 
solution of the difficnity, not without precedent. 
In the adjoining State of Wisconsin similar 
abuses existed in the Poor-Houses end like insti- 
tutions of the State and county. Some good 
men advised that a motherly woman of intelli- 
gence, principle, and experience, should be added 
to the Board of Public Charities of the State. 
The Governor of the State indorsed the idea, 
and appointed Mrs. Judge Lynde, of Milwaukee. 
The experiment has proved a snecess of two or 
more years’ duration, and the universal verdict 
of the intelligent and law-abiding citizens of 
that State pronounce in favor of the change. 
I call it a revolution. 

Women, having the broad and benevolent sym- 
pathy of motherhood, who have reared fami- 
lies and learned to apply penalties with justice 
tempered by mercy, who have controlled house- 
hoids and governed dependents, are, with their 
native gifts of quick perception and tact for 

management, eminently fitted t scent abuses 
and examine details in institutions, in 
which their own sex in mature age and 
infancy is so largely represented.

Mr. Charlies Gentile, the photographer at t he 
southeast corner of State and Washington 
streets, has for a protege a little Indian boy of 
the Apache tribe who, although it has only been 
two years and a half since he left his people, 
is thoroughly imbued with the tastes 
of @ivilization, and is 3 bright 
and intelligent withal as to give 
fair promise of arriving at future distinction. 
A reporter of Tun Tareunz had a talk with the 
little fellow yesterday, some account of which 
may be interesting to the reader. Before enter- 
ing into conversation with him the reporter had 
* 2 with Mr. Gentile, in which the latter 


HOW HE CAME BY HIS PROTEGE. 

Mr. Gentile has knocked about the Far West 
a great deal. and his recital made an interesting 
narrative, the substance of it being as follows: 

1 had visited and prospected, he said, 
among many Indian tribes north of California 
as far as the borders of Alaska, spending five 
years in traveling through Oregon, Washington 
Territory, Britash Columbia, around about the 
Northern Rocky Mountains, and also into Van- 
couver'’s Island,—an island that, for magnificent 
scenery, rivals Switzerland. Although I had 
traveled a good deal of the time with only Indians 
for companions, I never had any very serious 
adventures, and really never had a fight with the 
Indians or saw an Indian killed. I found the 
country was too tame for me, Her Brittanic 
Majesty having her redskins in pretty good 
subjection. Almost all of the principal chiefs, 
and some among the Modocs, whom we had an 
unpleasantness with some time ago, had banners 
that had been to them by Catholic 
priesta, with the inscripti “ Religion, Temper- 
ance, and Civilization,” and decorated with the 
Papal symbols. In 1867, I thought I would f° to 

ions where things were more Hvely. I was 
told by J. Ross Browne and others that the red 
man could be found in his natural state of pure 
0 iu the wonderful territory of 
ARIZOFA— 

that the Apaches, who had not changed from 
their original savage condition, would afford — 
one in search of Indian adventure all they cou! 
stand up to, and more too. The first few 
months 1 t among the peaceable tribes on 
the Col River, and also lived among the 
Pinios and Maricopas, who live in the centre of 
a great desert, and who are and have been from 
time immemorial the implacable foes of the 
Apaches.

INDIAN ADVENTURE OF THE REAL SORT. 
„An acquaintance of mine had a herd of 800 
head of cattle grazing a few miles out of Tuc- 
son, the Capital of Arizona, with a guard of 
about fifteen men wellarmed to watch them. 
On the 8d of March the Apaches @ttacked them 
and rao the cattle off. Gov. Crittenden, who 
was in command of the Territory at the time, 
started out with a body of troops in pursuit of the 
savages,and I went along. We were out about two 
months, and I hada lot of interesting adventures 
which it would take me too long to teil you. 
Among them was a hard fight with 600 redskins. 
In 1872 I started out with Gov. Safford, of 
Arizona,—who, by the way, is from Illinois. —in 
search of some won gold mines. There 
were about 300 miners in the party, and we bad 
some fighte with the Apaches, During a fight 
we had with one of their war i the Pinio 
and Maricopa Indians attacked their village, 
which wae almost defenseless in their absence, 
and destroyed it, killing and driving away 
the Apaches and taking some captive. We fell 
in ‘with them shortiy after, and Monty (the di- 
minutive he generally applies to his Indian 
protege) aad his two sisters were in their pos- 
session. I persuaded them to 
SELL HIM TO ME, 

and a friend of mine took the twogirls. Since 
then Monty has knocked about. with me and 
picked up a knowledge of our language. About 
a year ago he began to go to school, and is get- 
ting along first-rate. He was christened Carlos 
Montezuma bya Catholic priest, and his age 
when I got him, as nearly as I could ascertain, 
was 6 years, so thas he is now 8 years and 6 
months old. 


MONTY 

was introduced to the reporter, and, hauling 3 
chair up alongside, sat himself down with cheer- 
ful alacrity. He has the high cheek-bones and 
broad face of the Indien; his nose is rather 
broad and ny renee 1-2 nothing similar 
to the negro type. He has the gwarthy skin and 
coarse black hair of the “Indian. but his 
brown eyes dance with fun, and his 
smiling address and bright, intelligent 
manner are altogether the reverse of the 
stolidity of expression generally seen in the In- 
dian. Monty is rather superior in aptness and 
intelligence to boys of his age, and is, apparent- 
ly, thoroughly civilized.

REMINISCENCES OF AN OLD CHURCH. , 
Special Correspondence of The Chicace Tribune. 

RKrwosna, Wis., March 20.—The Congrega- 
tional Church Society held their last Sunday 
service in the old church-Dnilding last Sunday 
morning. Thesermon—prenched by the Rev. 
Mr. Hitcheock, from the text: Remember the 
days of old, consider the years of many genera- 
tions; ask thy Father, and He will shew thée.” 
—Deut. 32:7—was a review of the past history of 
the church. This house is one of the oldest 
temples of worship in Kenosha.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
THE QUESTION OF REMOVAL. 

The Board of Direciors of the Chicago Public 
Library held a meeting yesterday afternoon, the 
Hon. Thomas Hovne, President, in the chair. 
Messrs. Onahan, Shorey, Masen, and Anthony, 


of the Board, were also present. 


Mr. Mason, from the Committee on Grounds 


and Public Buildings, reported that he had 
visited the following buildings for the purpose 
of ascertaining their suitability for the accom- 


modation of the Library, as the present place is 


considered too dear at a rental of $5,000 per 


annum: Wilde’s building, third and fourth 
floors, 100x120; $4,000 ; Hinedale Loft’s building, 
corner of Randolph and Dearborn streets, 44x80, 
three floors, #2,500; building on corner of Lake 
end Clark streets, three floore, .40 by 100, $2,600 ; 
Mackin’s building. corner of North Clark and 
Michigan streets, 120 by 100, three floors, $3,500 ; 
Dickey’s building, corner of Lake and Dearborn 
streets, third and fourth floors, and Directors’ 
room on second floor, 80 by 120, $3,750. 

Mr. Anthony thought that the structure last 
mentioned would be the most suitable, and 
moved that the Committee on ildi and 
Grounds be authorized to obtain it at a rental 
not to exceed $3,750 for five years, with the 
stipulation that hard-wood floors be laid, and the 
rooms furnished up in accordance with the ideas 
of the Board. 

The motion was then put, and, without much 
discussion, was carried by an unanimous vote. 

Mr. Shorey moved that, as soon as all arrange- 
ments were completed, the same Committee be 
authorized to proceed with the fitting up of the 
new rooms, which revailed. 

Mr. Anthony moved that Mr. Shorey be added 
to the Committee on Buildings and Grounds, in

These notes were nego- 
tiated by a broker, and were discounted, one by 
the International Bank, another by J. W. Doane 
& Co. and J. W. Hammond. © duplicate 
‘bonds returned to Allen from New York for de- 
struction, on account of a difference in their 
date and that of the trust deed securing them, 
were offered by Allen as collateral for these 
notes, and certain amounts of them fell 
into the hands of the above parties. When Al- 
len failed he told Mr. Andreas that he need not

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 
FRANK ADAMS’ OPINION. 

Tha infinite amount of trouble to which the 
Board of Public Works have been subjected in 
eases where private property-owners clubbed 
together for the improving of a street, immedi- 
ately after the assessment has been made, has 
at last been settled by the following opinion ou 
the subject from Frank Adams, Assistant Oor- 
poration Counsel. The opinion was given in 
answer to the following request made bythe 
Board of Public Works on Judge Dickey : 

The Hon. T. Lyle Dnekey, Corporation Counsel 
Dran Sint The Board of Public Works desire your 
opinion in the following matter: Where a special as- 
sessment has been made and confirmed by the County 
Court for paving a street, and afterwards seven-cighths 
of the property-owners enter intoa private contract 
for doing the work (one-eighth refusing to join in said 
contract), will the assessment stand against the one- 
eighth, the work all being dons under the private con- 
tract, or should the city have the entire assessment an- 
nulled after the private contractor has paid the costs 
incurred, or could the Board refuse to rebate the as- 
sesament against the one-eighth, should they make a 
demand and show that the work had been com 
according to the plans and specifications of the Board,

After citing all the law in the case, and going 
into a minute detail of all the cases that might 
possibly arise, the Opinion reads as follows: 


It is apparent from these — oe goog $ 

First That the money collested on a special assess- 
ment can be expended in no other way than in pay- 
ment forthe work to defray the cost of which the a- 
sessment was made, 

Second—That the cost of the work is to be deter- 
mined by a contract between the city and the lowest 
responsible bidder, 

These provisions, viz., that the money collected on a 
special aseessment shall be expended only in payment 
of the of the improvement for which the assess- 
ment was made, and that the work shall be let to the 
lowest responsible bidder, are intended for the security 
of the owners of the property assessed. The money 
co a s assessment cannot le- 

be expended other purpose 
than that for which i was collec nor in 
any other manner than that prescribed by 0 
in paying the lowest responsible bidder, who does the 
work by contract with the city, and tothe satisfaction 
of the Board, 

It cannot, therefore, be expended tm paying «a con- 
tractor who has contracted with private parties for the 
performance of the work. Neither can it be expend- 
ed by the city in amy other way. The law does not 
contemplate or provide for the making of public im- 
provements by private contract between ng 
owners and a contractor, Nevertheless, the law does

If a comtractor makes a contract with the owners 
of seven-eignths of the to be benefited by the 
improvement, for the doing of the whole work, each 
owner agreeing to pay omly his pro rata of the cost of 
the work, and the owners of one-eighth of the property 
benefited refuse to sign the agreement, or pay their

no claim, either against the or assessment. 
He must abide by his contract. 

In such case, when the work is done, the money 
collected on the assessment must all be paid back to 
the owners from whom it was collected. The matter 
would stand thus: The owners have paid to the chy 
money to defray the cost of om improvement to be 
made by the city ; but in the meantime private parties, 
by consent of the city, have made the improve- 
ments, The object, then, for which the money has 
been collected has been attained, By law the money 
cannot be applied to any other object, It must there- 
fore be returned.
